The Famous L S, Kalloch tie Victim. 


KEARNEY A S A PEACEMAKER. 


SAS FRANCISCO, Aug. 23.—for sev- 


eral 4ajs past the Chronicle has been 
attacking the Rev. I. S. Kalloch, the 
Workingmen's candidate for Mayor, jn 
his record in Boston and Kansas. Last 
bight, before an immense audience, Kal- 
loch replied with an equally bitter 
assault, in which he applied the most 
obscene epithet to the De Young Bros., 
the proprietors of the Chronicle. 


This morning Charles De Young 


drove in * coupe to the side entrance of 
Metropolitan Temple and pent a messen- 
ger to tell Kalloch that some one wish- 
ed to see him.
